The Gesneriad family comprises many rare and beautiful species and nothing excells them as house plants. They ask 
very little in return for their beauty. Require light porous soil, rich in humus, only a small amount of sun and not too 
much water. Some bloom all through the year, others need a rest period before blooming again.

Red Flowered Species—Chocolate Soldier, Silver Sheen, Emerald Queen, Frosty, Harlequin, Sylvan Beauty, Splendens. 
New species by Peterson are Tetra and Westwood. Also have one or two very dark foliaged ones from Canal 
Zone. Plants shipped only until Oct. 1. Seeds $1; plants 75c; cuttings 20c each. 


Blue Flowered Species—Lilacina, Fanny Haage, Canal Zone. 

White Flowered Species—Dianthiflora, Canal Zone. Plants $1; cuttings 50c each. 

Pink Leaf Lady Lu—cuttings $1; plants $3. 

Nautilocalyx Bullatus—sometimes called Epescia Tesselata. Unrooted leaves 3 for 50c; plants $1; cuttings 50c. 
Nautilocalyx Lynchii—has same growth habits as above, color is dark maroon. Leaves 2 for 50c; plants $1. 25; cuttings 50c 


The above two have beautiful foliage, no runners and grow upright. Cream-colored flowers, not outstanding.
